And tho’ the Comparifon be feveré, I 


cannot go from it, it is fo juft and fo much 
_ to the Purpofe ; I fhall therefore flate the 


Cafe plainly, and I bope fairly, fo as Pofte- 
rity may underftand mesg and they that 


kaow nothing of the Cafe before, may come 


to aright Information of the Debate. 


The Grievance in fhort is, That upon the 
Union, Scotland having a free Trade with 
France, was full of French Goods, and:there 
being a long Interval between the Contlu- 
fion of the Treaty and the s/t. of ota 
which Day the Union: was to, take Place, 
the Merchants crowded yet larger'Quauti- 
ties of French Goods into Scotland,. ‘in Pro- 
fpe& of a free Admiffion of thofe Goods in- 
to England after the Union, upon the Foot 
of the 4th Article of the Treaty, Vi. Thee 
there fhould be a free Intercourfe or Commynte 
cation of Tradg between the Nations. 

Now ‘had this.“ been only what: Seathend 
could have done upon its own Stock, and in 
the common Courfe of Trade there, fay i 
Obdje@ors, we fhould not have cofplain 
upon -any Score whatever 5, but.the’ Buglifp 
Merchants finding thisGapof Trade He open, 
have pour’d in theif Stocks ints 2onmyeeed 

y 


by a maft prodigious Fiux of French Goods 
from thence, have undone all the fair Tra- 
ders by claadeftine Trade, and the Gric- 
vance is too great to he born ; For thete 
Goods being brought to Scortamd; where the 
Duties are (mall, and not above one fifth, 
and in fome Cafes not above one % Part of 
what they were in Evgland by Vercue of the 
aforefaid free Coramunication crintercourfe, 
they mift be admicted, and thereby the 
whole Cuftoms would be gain’d by them. 

This, I think, is a right State of the 
Cafe, and as brief as I can lay it downs and 
it remains to aolwer. 

Firft, The Grievance. 

And Secondly, Why itis not remedy’d. 

And here ’tis alfo neceffary to premile too 
the Parliamentary Hiftory of this Matter, 
(viz.) That the Merchants in London, tra- 

“ding in Wine and Brandy, mov’d the Parlia- 
ment, that an Aét might be pafs’d to pre- 
vent this Mifchief; and thace the French 
Goods, fo prohibited in England, might be 
prohibited coming from Scosland alfo, or at 
leaft pay the high Duties payable in Eng- 
land. 

When this came before the Parliament, 
of Confequence it brought the 4th Ar- 
ticle of the Union upon the Stage, and 
the apparent Privilege of free Commerce 
appearing to be the undoubted Right of the 
Scots by the Stipulation of the Treaty, it be- 
came a Dithculty ; few could refolve, how 
the Evil could be prevented, and the Trea- 
ty not be concern d. 

I fhall not be too forward in naming 
Names, nor examine what and why in the 
H of C———s; but without Doors it was 
apparent, one Sort of People were for ha- 
ving the Prohibition general and indefinite; 
and as forthe Treaty they did not trouble 
their Heads with its the Faith, Honour and 
Intereft of England we'gh’d nothing with 
them in Competition with the Cafe in hand ; 
and thefe clamour’d of ruining fair Traders, 
finking the Revenue of the Cultoms, and 
by Confequence the Funds thofe Cuftoms 
were appropriated to make guod, and the 
like popular Arguments, improving thefe 

. things toa wonderful Heigh-. 

__ A fecond Sortof Gentlemen, with more 

Judgment and Prudence than thele, were 


‘the Parliament a fhort Prorogation, that 
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and thele found outa Medium, viz. To: 
ceot the proper Goods of tue Subjeéts of 
Scotland. — ; Ae 
- This, tho’ it wasliable to great Excepe 
tions, was fome Satistaétion to the People 
ia Scosland, that they were taken careof in 
England, and that the Union was juftly e- 
{teem’d facred in the Parliament of Engs 
jand : But to me this had one Signification 
fuperionr to all that, viz. “That it wasa 
direét Acknowledgment, that the ftopping 
thefe Goods in general would be an evident 
Infragétion of the Treaty. 

Under thefe Cautions, and encumher’d 
with various Reflzétions oa every hand, 
the Bill pafs’d the Houjfe of Commons, but 
was thrown out of the Houle ot Lords; 
their Lordhhips being fu tender in the Cafe 
ofthe Treaty, that chey thought Egan 
ought rather to fuffer al the other Inconve- - 
niences of Trade, than but to cread on the 
Confines of the Unjon, or give the leatt 
Shadow of Difcontent on the Part of Scot- 
land. 

Her Majefty howeyer, that if poffible 
Juice might be done on both fides, gives 


they might have Room.to try, if they could 
fulve this Point, and bring all fides to a 

Square. op REE 
The Encouragement fome took from this, 
to renew, and indeed ercreafe the Clamours 
Tais'd before about French Goods, their ih- 
vidious but ridiculous Reprefentation of the 
vaft Quantities of Goods thus lodg’d in 
Scortand, and the Number of Petitioners, I 
need not repeat here 3 but that they en- 
deavour’das it were to hurry the A of C—s 
into the Matter, they ply’d the Doors of 
the Houfe with continual Cries and clamo- 
rous Solicitations, with the Noife of being 
ruin’d and undone, taking Advantage of a 
thin Houfe, notabove 80 Members being 
in Town, and with all this, what did they 
obtain, truly nothing, but the fame Bill, with 
a tew {mall Differences, as they got before, 
And here I muft note two things happen’d. 
1. The End of fome Gentlemen was ex- 
ceedingly difappointed in this, viz. .To 
have

; eo thought they were to their Mark, would 


had anfwer’d a Trading End or no? 
_ This was, that they would immediately 
. have indi€ted the whole People of England 
of breaking the freaty, and tho’ ic might 
have been thrown out in the AH of L—_—s, 
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. 


ought the AY of C—os by thelrc 
nd popular Arguments,to have pafs’d 
if] indefinitely without the Amend- 
it in Favour of Scotland, which if they 
obtain’d, and J am loth to fuy bow near 


ave an{wer'd a Politick End, whether it 


it would neverthelefs have anfwer’d their 


End well enough, and fupported their 


Thread-bare Thefis, that the Treaty is at 


the Mercy of future Parliaments.

To clear up this Matter, 1 muft note, 
That the Mortification, they have receiv’d 
on thet Heac, is particular ; fince even with 


all the Advautages they took the Houfe at, 
~ they were check’t here, and the Maurer is 


remarkable, wz. That the Amendment 
in Favour of Scotland was not made by the 
Houfe in Point of Honour to the Treaty on- 
ly, but the Nature of the thing led it on 
by a dire&t Neceffity, viz. That they 
COULD NOT do it. 

And tho’ this is a great Word to fayof a 
Houfe of Commons, who, we fay fometimes 
in a Proverbial Senfe, can do any thing ; 
yet ‘tis juft to fay hers they could notdo its 
for, as | noted elfewhere, a Parliament may 
be property, faid not tobe able to do, what 
they canaof-fegally do. se 

Now they could not in this Senfe doagy 
thing to infginge the Treaty, and therefore 
they could not reftrain the tree Intercourfe 
of Trade without Tax or Cuftoms, and with 
equal Prohibizions. . 

- If they had cffer’d at this, the previous 
Queftion fhould have been put, whether it 
interfered with the Union orno? And if it 
had, they muft firft have brought in a Bill to 
repeal the A& of Ratification, and remitted 
Scotland again to its independent State. 

Upon this Foot, I fay, it was not that 
upon meer Principles of Juftice or Confide- 
ration te Scotland the Amendment came into 
€onfideration, but the very Nature ef the 
thing, the Necefity of common Reafoning 
brought it in, the Bill could not have gone 


on without it; and that Neceflity over:

‘threw the whole Scheme of thofe Gentle- 
_ men’s Politicks, who hop’d to bring fome- 
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thing upon the Wheel, .that fhauld conater= 
work the whole Union, and fet us toze:her 
by the Bars.again,in all Manner of Confutions 
and Diforder. —— 
But let us ga on with the Hiftorical Part 
this is the firtt Attempt made on outee ; 
-may all that fucceed it, profper like ir, and 


all the People that offer to invade the'future — 


Tranquility of Britain, live to be difappoint- 
ed: The Bill has twice been thrown out by - 
the Lords; and the Care the Gdverhment 
and the Houfe of Lords have taken.to keep 
the Union facred, and to prévent the Ad- 
vantages that might be taken’ dgainft us on 
that Account, is never to be forgotten. 

‘I know, thereare Opportunities takenon 
all Hands to leffen the Reputation of this 
thing, but I think | may venture tofay, the 
Government could have no Reafon for re- 
jefting a Bill, which in itsother Parts had 
fo many Advantages, and which was really 
fo much wanved in England ; but becaule 
the facred Regard they had to the“Treaty 
of Union, would not permit them fo much 
as.to tread near the Brink of it, or do the 
leaft thing that might tend to give ah: Uc 
eafinefs, give the Shadow of an Obje@tion, 
or open the Mouths of the moft partial in 
thé World to charge them with it. « 

I wifh thofe Gentlemen in Ssotland, who 
have fo often talk’d of the Ruin of their
